“I will have no statement to make 
for the present,” said Chief Beavers,

Fain, of the police board, announced 
that those members of the board who 
brought the charges against 
Beavers would summon a large num- 
ber of witnesses to substantiaie their 


charges. 

Among these witnesses willbe some 

of the leading citizens of Atlanta. 
Lodge Further Charges. 

Chairman Fain announced that fur- 
ther charges of-insubordination would 
be lodged against Chief Beavers for 
his actions at the board meeting Mon- 
day night, when, after being repeatedly 
ruled out of order by Chairman Fain, 
Chief Beavers persisted in criticising 
Commissioners J. W. English, Edwin 
Johnson and the chairman. 

“J will summon witnesses to testify 
fe to Beavers’ conduct at that meet- 
ing,” said Chairman Fain, “and all the 
mewspaper reporters who were pres- 
ent will be asked to testify as to his 
behavior.” 

Chairman Fain also announced that 
Chief Beavers’ trial would take the 
regular course of all trials, and gave 
aseurance that the trial would be fair 
and impartial. 

Backing Chairmain Fain tn this re- 
spect, was Commissioner Andy King. 
He said: 

“J, too, am going to see to it that 
Beavers gets a fair trial. If the 
charges against him are not substan- 
tiated, of course, I will not vote to 
discharge. On the other hand, if they 
are proven, I will vote according to 
my convictions.” 

However, statements by Commis- 
sioner S. A. Wardlaw, Tuesday, were 
to the effect that he did not expect 
Chief Beavers to get much of a show- 
ing at his trial. 

Pian “Cut and Dried.” 

"Tt {s all cut and dried,” said this 
commissioner, who was chairman of 
the probe committee that returned the 
report against Chief Beavers out of 
which grew the charges filed by com- 
missioners against the police chief on 
Monday night. 

“I will take my defeat graciously, 
though. I am doubtful if the charges 
brought against Chief Beavers could 
have rightfully comeout of the probe 
report, as claimed, because I do not 
think the probe report was a condem- 
nation of Chief Beavers. 

“It is apparent that there are enough 
votes to oust Chief Beavers, and I ex- 
pect him to go at tomorrow’s trial re 
‘gardiess of developments. They hav 
got their minds made up to fire him, 
and he has no chance. What he has 
done, and the question of the charges 
being proven, will not cut much figure 
when the vote to 4Gischarge him is 
taken.”

All Officials Except Two 
Are Suspended Under the 


Chief: Tennessee “Ouster Law.” 


Several Officials Indicted. 


Nashville, Tenn., July 27.—Chancel- 
lor Allison thts morning appointed 
Master in Chancery Robert Vaughn re- 
ceiver for the municipality of Nash- 
ville. A few minutes later Judge Mat- 
thews, in the first circuit court, in 
response to proceedings under Ten- 
nessee's new “ouster law,” suspended 
from office Mayor Hilary ©. Howse and 
Commissioners Robert Elliott and Lyle 
Andrews and City Treasurer Charles 
Meyers. 

The recetvership sult was brought by 
Miles Burns, comptroller, and other tax- 
payers, but since institution of the suit 
Burns has resigned as comptroller. The 
ouster proceedings were instituted by 
a number of taxpayers, the law requir- 
ing at least ten signatures to the peti- 
tion. 

Under Indictment. 

J. M. Wilkerson has recently re- 
signed as city commissioner. Andrews, 
commissioner of lights and finance, has 
been dismissed from office by vote of 
the commission, but the legality of 
their action being questioned, he. was 
included in the ouster proceedings. He, 
together with City Comptroller Miles 
Burns, City Treasurer Charles Meyers 
and Assistant City Treasurer W. H. 
West, are under indictment tn connec- 
tion with the disappearance of certain 
books and records from the office of 
the comptroller. West's whereabouts !s 
unknown. 

An audit and survey of the city’s 
books is being conducted as a result of 
various charges of bad management 
and irregularities. Out of these charges 
have developed petitions for receiver- 
ship and ouster. In the hearing of evi- 
dence before a commissioner in ochan- 
cery in the receivership case much 
light has been thrown on the conduct 
of the olty’s financial affairs, issuance 
of bonds, letting of contracts and nu- 
merous charges of petty graft have 
been heard. 

Two Commissieners Left. 

Commissioner Park Marshall, elected 
by the commission to succeed Andrews, 
awd Commissioner J. D. Alexander, of 
the fire department, against whom no 
proceedings have been instituted, are 
the only remaining members of the 
city commission. It is asserted that 
the city’s credit and financial standing 
are in no way involved, the movement 
being directed against officials for a}- 
leged objectionable oonduct of their 
trusts. 

Defendants in the ouster case an- 
nounced an appeal, but under provi- 
sions of the statute they are barred 
from office until the supreme court's 
final action.

MINISTER EXONERATED 
FOR KILLING IN 1870 


Rev. W. H. McCart, Who Slew 
Monroe Smith, Acquitted 
at Covington. 


Covington, Ga., July 27.—(Special.)— 
Rev. W. H. McCart, charged with the 
murder of Monroe Smith, a neighbor, 
forty-five years ago, was acquitted this 
afternoon after the jury had deliber- 
ated an hour and five minutes, 

McCart, who is gray-haired and evi- 
dently over 60 years old, told the jury 
that he felt justified 4n*-killing Smith 
on the doubl® ground “ef self-defense 
and because the latter had insulted 
McCart's mother. 

“I have thought of this thing often 
during the forty-five years since I 
killed him” he said. “If I had my lhfe 
to live over, I would @o the same thing. 
He insulted “ mother, and would 
have killed meif I hadn’t shot first.” 

All the witnesses who testified to the 
tragedy of 1870 were aged, and some 
were so deaf that they were ques- 
tioned with difficulty. Shortly after 
the kiling and the consequent indict- 
ment, McCart left Georgia and since 
then had been engaged in many lines of 
work in various parts of the globe. 
For the past few years he had been a 
missionary in the Haweilan islands 
He returned to Newton county recent- 
ly and was arrested. 

McCart made his statement to the 
jery in a clear voice, and spoke not 
onger than ten minutes. He asserted 
that his mother had told him of inju- 
ries at tho hands of Smith, and that 
the following morning he asked Smith 
for an explanation. Smith advanced 
toward him, he asserted, and then the 
fatal shot was fired.

The German § field marshal, Von 
Mackensen, has taken a few villages 
on the way to the Lublin-Cholm rail- 
way, between the Vistula and the Bug 
rivers, and the Austrians, by a coun- 
ter offensive at Sokal, havetaken po- 
sitions which will make the German 
lank safer, but Berlin once more re- 
ports that “otherwise the position of 
the German troops under Von Macken- 
sen remains unchanged.” 


COUNTER BLOWS 
BY THE RUSSIANS. 


All along the western bank of the 
Vistula from Ivangorod to Novogeor- 
gievek even a smaller advance appar- 
ently has .been made, while along the 
Narew, Von Hindenburg, who has been 
trying to drive a wedge in behind the 
city, is largely occupied in meeting 
Russian counter attacks. 

These counter attacks, according to 
Petrograd, have forced Germans who 
had crossed the riversto return to the 
northern bank at points, but Berlin 
asserts they failed and that the Ger- 
man advance is moving eastward. 

The Russians, defeated in the Bal- 
tic provinces recently, also have turn- 
ed, but Berlin says an attack from 
Mitau was repulsed. 

Farther south the Germans continue 
their advance eastward towards the 
Vilna-Petrograd railway, but there is 
a lot of territory to cover before this 
is reached, and it is considered more 
likely that General von Buelow, in 
command here, will turn to the south- 
west to threaten Russian armies fac- 
ing Von Hindenburg. 

Everywhere the battles are at their 
height, especially that in which Von 
Mackensen is engaged. Military 
critics here belleve that’ this is the 
most critical engagement of the cam- 
paign, for the whole German plan de- 
pends on Von Mackensen's reaching 
the Lublin-Cholm railway. 


FRENCH DRIVE 
IN ALSACE. 


With interest centered on the east, 
the important French offensive in 
Alsace has been almost discarded. 
Paris reports another success north 
of Munster, which apparently is the 
French objective, and the repulse of a 
series of German counter attacks. The 
French have concentrated a lot of ar- 
tillery in this region and with high 
explosives have been tearing up the 
German defensive works, among the 
strongest along the whole line. 

Artillery also is playing an impor- 
tant part in the battle on the Isonzo, 
where the Italians are reported to 
have concentrated for three days their 
fire on the Austrian positions. This 
fire is said to have exceeded in vio- 
lence that which the Austro-Germans 
employed against the Russians in 
western Galicia, which up to that time 
was the most terrific ever known in 
war, 


RUSSIANS REPULSE 
GERMAN ATTACKS. 


Petrograd, July 27.—(Via London, 
July 28, 1:58 a. m.)\—Tonight’s official 
communication said: 

“On the Disna and the Niemen the 
situation remains unchanged. There 
have been cavalry outpost. actions 
there. Southwest of Kovno Monday the 
enemy was repulsed beyond the Vesta 
river. 

“On the Narew Sunday and Monday 
from Dobrolenka to the Novogeorgievsk 
region the fighting increased in energy. 
On the left bank of the Narew the en- 
emy was held back by energetio 
counter attacks. Intense fighting oc- 
curred in the forest east of Rozan. 

‘Monday evening the enemy brought 
up enormous reserves above Serock. On 


pro-

both banks of the Narew there have 
been successful Russian attacks, some 
enemy detachments being compelled to 
beat a hasty retreat to the region of 
the village of Serock. We captured* 
one Zeppelin and 700 prisoners and sev- 
eral maxims. An enemy counter at- 
tack from Constantinow was repulsed 
by armored motor cars. 

“On the left bank of the Vistula at 
daybreak Monday there was a success- 


ful bayonet charge, the enemy’s at- 


tempts to approach the front of Na- 
darzyn-Piaseczno (southeast of Blonie) 
being repulsed. On the Vistula and the 
Vieprz tranquillity prevails. 

“East of the Vieprz to the River Bug 
the fighting continues. In this region 
Monday evening large enemy forces 
captured a portion of the Russian 
trenches, but were expelled from them 
in a subsequent counter attack. Particu- 
larly vigorous attacks tin the neigh- 
borhood of Grubechow were successivye- 
ly repulsed. 

“On the Bug stubborn fightine is 
taking place in the region of Sokal and 
Potourzhitsa, where a portion of the 
enemy's forces crossed the river. 

“On the Dniester and the Pruth the 
enemy has delivered ineffectual at- 
tacks. 

“In the Black sea Russian torpedo 
boats have bombarded Samsoon and 
Rize, destroying 150 sailing craft near 
the Anatolian coast.

The 
bill has been introduced in the house 
of representatives and was referred to 
the committee on municipal govern- 
ment. Although the action of the whole 
committee will doubtless be governed 
largely by the opinions of the Fulton 
members, the representatives from this 
county refrained from taking any con- 
certed action in the matter at the joint 
meeting with council last night. 

Ten-Year Paving Plan. 

In regard to the proposed plan of ten- 
year payments by property owners for 
street paving, the oouncil motion in- 
structs the Fulton members to try to 
sive further protection to the property 
owners against undesirable solicitation 
by contractors, to increase the per- 
centage of property owners necessary 
to warrant the paving of a street from 
51 per cent to 66 2-3 per cent, and to 
provide for the advertisement of in- 
tention to pave a astreet three times 
instead of once. 

Councilmen urged among other 
amendments that the selection of gen- 
eral manager of the city waterworks 
department and of the city Ghief of con- 
struction be taken from the power of 
the people and placed in the hands of

with bullets. 

Number of Dead Not Known. 

President Gulllaume and members 
of his familv have taken refuge in the 
French legation, an attack upon which 
has been threatened; the presidential 
palace has been partly destroyed after 
an attack which lasted for hours, and 
the revolutionists are in possession of 
the city. How many persons have 
been shot down In the streets and the 
government buildings cannot be learn- 
ed, but the exchanges between the 
loyal supporters of the president and 
the rebels were carried on with furi- 
ous determination on the one side and 
desperate resolution of the other.

The tax provided for in the bill to en- 
large the powers of the state board of 
health for the better preservation of 
the public health by conserving the 
purity of the natural water supplies of 
the state, brought up a long discussion 
in the house committee on hygiene and 
sanitation yesterday. 

This will, which was introduced by 
Mr. Allen, of Jackson, and Mr. Shef- 
field, of Early, was recommended to 
pass by substitute when the tax Was 
prorated according to population of 
municipalities. Instead of a single tax 
for each town and city, the bill was 
made to provide a tax of $100 yearly on 
allcities over 256,000 
towns between 10,000 and 25,000, and 
a tax of $25 for all towns under 10, 000.
